the two bottom augers; some machines 
have pans under the augers which can 
be removed, but if not, then a doubled- 
up sack can be placed in the worm and 
turned by hand through the auger; 
this operation will remove the grain. 

Next, the operator should enter the 
machine and with a wire hook and a 
small whisk broom should clean out 
the grain which will be found lodged 
on ledges and in crevices, After this 
the separator should be run again for 
a minute or two, 

The first two bushels of the new 
seed should be discarded and the seed 
preferably should be sacked direct 
from the spout. If a bin is used it 
should be thoroughly cleaned out and 
should contain only the se ed grain be- 
ing threshed.

The days of the Klondike are far} 
from dead, according to the Mines| 
and Resources Department's annual | 
report on placer gold production, 

Men still “pan” Yukon streams for 
gold and during the fiscal year ended 
March 31, 1940, production amounted 
to 108,078 ounces, an increase of 17,-| 
183 ounces from the previous year. 


“After almost a half century of 
continuous operation the famous 
placer fields of the Klondike still 


have gold-bearing reserves of a mag- 
nitude that more years of 
Success,"” the department says.

water power of the area. During the 
fiscal year 11 dredges operated and 
they handled more than 10,000,000 
cubic yards of gravel.

“The 
high price of gold in recent years 
has resulted in increased attention 
being given the Yukon,” says the re- 
port.

Prospecting for placer gold in- 
creased, and extensive stripping and 
thawing operations, to 
large-scale dredging, were carried out 
on several claims.

A Recent Discovery 


Scientists Report Finding Radio 

Pathway From North To South 

The following interesting article is 
by Stephen J. McDonough, Assocl- 
ated Press Science writer: 

Discovery of a radio pathway link- 
ing all of the Americas has been re- 
ported by scientists of Argentina and 
the United States. 

Dr. A. T. Cosentino of the Argen- 


jtine ministry of the interior and Dr. 


J. H. Dellinger of the United States 
bureau of standards, said in a joint 
article that during the northern win- 
ter and southern summer radio sig- 
nals going north and south are 25 
times greater and 15 times less var- 
iable than broadcasts between the 
United States and Europe. 

They declined to comment on the 
economic and political value of this 
radio link. But others pointed out 
that it makes possible closer radio 
and telephone communication in the 
western hemisphere. 

The scientists said the phenome- 
non of a radio channel north and 
south instead of east and west is due 
to disturbances in the ionosphere— 
the reflecting layers of electrified air 


in the upper atmosphere’ which 
bounce radio signals back to the 
earth, 


Electrical storms occur constantly 
in the ionosphere and interfere with 
radio communications, They were 
attributed by Dr. Cosentino and Dr. 
Dellinger to influences of the mag- 
netic field of the earth near the north 


magnetic pole and the = aurora

Distribution Of Food: 


The reason that the British Min-! 
istry of Food asks to deal with a cen-| 
tral agency when buying food sup- 
plies is because it must buy in large | 
and assured volume, Dr. William; 
Allen, Agricultural Commissioner, 
Marketing Service, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, stated at the 
Dominion - Provincial Agricultural 
Conference called by the Agricultural 
Supplies Board, which was held in 
Ottawa, July 18-20. 


This policy is necessary because 
the control and distribution of food 
both imported and home produced—. 
is a tremendous problem and the ten- | 
dency is for that control to become 
even more intensified. This has meant 
a vast reorganization of the means 
of handling all food products. 

The difficulties of the British Min-' 
istry have been increased by the prob- 
lem of shipping under war conditions. 
Shipping dates are not made known 
to the public nor to the trade. Of 
necessity arrivals are irregular. Of- 
ten ships unload their cargoes at | 
ports where harbour facilities are in- 
adequate and remote from points of 
consumption. This increases the task 
of taking the produce to the depots 
for general distribution. | 


Dr, Allen referred to the great 
shifts in population which have been’ 
made, thus further increasing the 
work of distributing food supplies. 
Transportation in the United King-' 
dom is handicapped by the black-outs. 
Much of the work of handling food 
has to be done at night and in vir- 
tual darkness. This interferes with 
the free flow of goods in a manner 
which cannot be realized here in 
Canada. 


While the British Ministry of Food 
has control over both imported and 
home produced food, it, in turn, is 
subject to the rigid regulations of the! 


Treasury. The Treasury rules with 
an iron hand, he said. 

He pointed out that paying for 
goods is a comparatively simple mat- 
ter when it is all within the country 
for there is no problem of foreign 
exchange. As far as Canada is con- 
cerned, there is an adverse balance

This is a natural 
product, being obtained for the most 
part from the Dutch East Indies. 
Should supplies of quinine from this 
source be cut off, as a consequence of 
war, then man will make it syn- 
thetically—just as he is making rub-

ber and vitamins and silk and so 
many other natural products—in the 
laboratory. 

Quinine, an anti-malarial, has its 


consumption increased by war, and 
is, if course, always in demand for 
colds and chills. The name of the 


artificial product is “atabrine.”’ Its 
use is said to be more efficient, re- 
storing the sufferer to normal life 


and usefulness much sooner than is 
the case when quinine is used. 

Another natural product now be- 
ing made artificially is cryolite—a 
mineral found in commercial quant- | 
itles only in Greenland, where it has 
been mined for a century and more- 
and in only one spot in Greenland- 
Ivigtut.

VALUE OF VEGETABLES 
Did you know that the tempting 


looking “heart” of a young, green 


;cabbage is of lower food value than 
| the outside leaves? 


That is one of the items of in- 
formation handed on by the Health 
in connection 
with the League’s campaign to raise 
the standards of health and efficiency 
in Canada, 

Moreover, says the Health League 
of Canada, since some of the value 
of cabbage—vitamins and minerals 
are lost in boiling, cabbage salad is 
more nutritious than cooked cabbage. 

It is pointed out, too, that price has 
little to do with the food value of 
vegetables. Brussels sprouts may 
cost three times as much as the 
humbler cabbage, but they are not 
one bit more nutritious. Canned 
vegetables, though they are put up 
in three grades: fancy, choice, and 
standard, are of equal value whatever 
the grade. 

And there isa hint as to the cheap- 
est way of obtaining tomato juice, 
without which lunch or dinner is not 
complete for a great many people: 
buy the lowest priced grade of canned 
tomatoes, says the Health League of 
Canada, and strain off the juice. The 
residue may be combined with cther 
foods or used in soups. 

One other suggestion: don't use 
soda to preserve the color in cooking 
green vegetables. Not only is it un-

BRITAIN HURLS 
DEFIANCE AT THE 
NAZI AIR RAIDERS 


Washington, — The unchallengable 
fact about the Battle of Britain, after 
two months of Nazi air attack cul- 
minated in a week of mass bombing 
of unparalleled ferocity, is that the) 
British bull dog still is growling back 
defiantly. | 

The Nazi victory schedule, it is 
said, set mid-August for Hitler's tri- 
umphal entry into London. The time 
table is definitely disarranged. 

Mid-August is here. The 14th was! 
marked by a curious lull in Nazi 
strafing of England. Berlin spokes- 
men said bad flying weather caused 
it. Britain charged it up to huge air 
losses inflicted on the foe in the four 
preceding days. Thursday, Aug. 15 
the Nazis returned in force. 

During the lull there was an ob- 
vious feeling in England that the 
first phase of the battle was over, 
that the danger of invasion was pass- | 
ing and that prospects of winning | 
through until winter's storms and 
long nights come to Britain's aid 
were brightening hour by hour. 

Prime Minister Churchill took no- 
tice of that, warning parlaiment that 
the danger of invasion was far from 
past. He voiced grim determination 
that there should be no let-down. 

The Berlin explanation that bad 
weather caused the brief breathing 
spell does not sound very convincing. 
It is not verified by any weather 
btories from Britain’s channel coast. | 
Certainly flying conditions were not, 
such as to prevent British bombers | 
from surging across the channel to} 
storm in the night at Nazi bases | 
along a hundred mile front. | 

Whatever the real reason, the Ger- 
man bad weather explanation recalls 
that within another six weeks or) 
less, bad weather will be the rule in! 
the North sea and English channel, 
not the exception. Equinoctial storms 
of unpredictable force and duration 
can be expected there by mid-Sep- 
tember. They invariably come as a 
prelude to the Sept. 22 equinox in 
those shallow and _ temperamental 
waters. 

It follows, then, that Germany 
must achieve victory, whether by in- 
vasion or by utterly devastating bomb 
attack, before then, and the known 
results of the Nazi air blitzkrieg up 
to now do not indicate that prospects 
of a quick victory have greatly 
brightened for Hitler in the nearly 
two months the fight has raged.

Many Following Practice 
Strip Farming Has Proved Factor In 
Preventing Soll Drifting 

Considerable progress in the pro- 
motion of strip farming in the con- 
trol of soil drifting in the Prairie 
Provinces were reported by the Re- 
gional Committee on Soil Drifting at 
the recent meeting of the National 
Advisory Committee on Agricultural 
Services held in Ottawa, by Dr. BF. 
S. Hopkins, Associate Director and 
Dominion Field Husband, Experi- 
mental Farms Service, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, Chairman of 
the Committee. 

In 1935, the Committee reported, 
only a very small area in the Mon- 
arch district of Southern Alberta 
adopted strip farming but by 1940 it 
was estimated that approximately 90 
per cent. of the farmers in Southern 
Alberta and about 60 per cent. in 
Southwestern Saskatchewan 
| following this practice.
